THE STRATEGY BOARD. 


What is the-use of a strategy board? 


Ib is all very well to have a naval war 
college to employ our officers in time 
of peace in the study of grand tactics, 
but the very' object of these lessons 
is to prepare naval men to act intelli- 
gently in war, being instructed in 
the various probabilities and possibil- 
ities of that most uncertain game. If 
our officers are to be automatons 
moved by strings pulled at Washing- 
ton, it would seem that the less they 
know the better. 


A n officer with' the intelligence of 


Admiral Sampson probably knows the 
capabilities c£ his fleet better than 
anyone in Washington can. He knows 
whether or. not his vessels can make 
a given distance in a time specified. 
Stress of weather might sometimes, 
even with steam vessels-and on sum- 
mer seas, retard his .movements to 
such an extent that a 
complete 


change of plan would be advisable. 


Our officers have a habit of getting 


out of reach of Washington and doing 
as they please, anyhow, and they 
have high examples in their' favor. 
Give the men at the front all the in- 
formation that you possibly can, then 
ask them what assistance they need. 
Let the strategy come from tlie front, 
and not from the rear. 
It was not 


Halleck bub Grant'who took Vicks- 
burg. Ib. is somewhat noteworthy 
that the only decisive victory, yet 
won (Admiral Dewey's) was gained 
t>o far away from home that 
the 


strategy board was harmless. 


We would not be understood to dis- 


regard the necessities of discipline, 
but 
continual 
interference from 


Washington drove officers to breaches 
of it in the late war and may lead to 
them in this one. Sampson's ob- 
jective is the enemy's fleet. 
It must 


be smashed. Give him all the infor- 
mation possible as to its whereabouts, 
and let it go at that. A movement 
o£ our minor vessels in the way or 
capturing the Spanish torpedo boat 
destroyer, the Terror, 
is propedy 


within the management of the board, 
and we commend them for the meas- 
ures they are taking to bag her. Still 
it is dollars to doughnuts that she 
gets away.—Pittsburg Post.

Frank M. Smith. .The said Farmers' 
National bank was during the times 
Serein complained of a corporation, 
doing banking business in this city. 
3n January, 1896, it became insolvent 
and ceased to transact business and 
David Armstrong was appointed re- 
ceiver.

June, 1893, the Citizens' Savings 
bank was insolvent, its collectible as-
